"Thoſe skins:could not be of any torn Sheep 
*by the cruelty of the wild Beaſts, by reaſon 
vanity had not yet over-ſwayed -the World ;

Gen. 1.29. So that I may probably conclude, 
they were the - skins of ſuch Cattel as were 
*kill'd by the Commandment of God for facri- |

When God entred into. a Covenant with 

Abraham, he uſes two kinds of expreſſions, 
but both of the ſame nature ; the 1 ſt is Ger: , 
15. 1, The word of the Lord came, unto A- 
 braham in a viſion, Fear not Abraham, I am 
thy ſhield, and thy exceeding great reward. The 
ad. Gen. x9. 1, The Lord ſaid unto: Abraham, 
T am the Almighty God; walk before me, and 
be thou perfe#., And then God promiſed him 
Chriſt, and likewiſe not only an innumerable 
multitude of poſterity ; but alſo the everlaſting 
happineſs unto-his ſeed,Ger, 15. 5. Tx vir m2 | 
which Hebrew word 1» ſignifieth not only a ſi- 
militude, but alſo a place : that is, look now 
towards Heaven, 72 there ſhall thy ſeed be,and 
tell the Stars, >> ſo ſhall thy ſeed be. 

Let us now obſerve the order of Gods 
words, and of Abrahams proceedings : God 
profeſſeth bimſelf to be bis ſhield, bis reward, his 
God, and then exaGts an obedience from him, 
walk before me, faith he, and be perfeF. And 
upon that Abrabam he believed firſt, And A- 
braham believed in the Lord, and he counted it 
to bim for righteouſneſs,. Gen. 15,6. He belie- 

| ved. 
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A Jew turn'd Chriſti. =; 
ved that God was his God, and not only able, 
but willing to perform that which he had pro- 
miſed; and then being ſupported by God 
through his Faith, did work the works of righ- 
reouſneſs. There Abraham obſerved the order 
of the Lord, and did not boaſt of his own 
righteouſneſs or ableneſs to perform thoſe 
things which God did require of him, as the 
Jews did in the Wilderneſs (unto whom God 
did propoſe his Covenant, according to that 
ſame order he did unto Abraham, ſaying, I am 
| the Lord thy God, thou ſhalt not, he who 
after the propoſing of Gods Covenant, re- 

turned preſently, All that God hath ſpoken we 

will do, Exod. 23.2, ſetting their works be- 

fore their faith. And although their fooliſh 

ratihabition could not diſanul the Covenant 

made with Abraham, and confirmed by God 

in Chriſt, That it ſhould wake the promiſe of 

of -none effe, Gal. 3. 17, which was adumbra- 

ted or ſhadowed by the ſacrifices and offerings 

_ under the diſpenſation of Moſes ; yet God in 
many places doth refle& upon their agree- 

ment, and makes them aſhamed of the conceir 

of their own righteouſneſs ; as when he ſays, 

Iſa. g. 4, What could have been dons more to my 
C 32 VINC> 
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A. Few turnd Chriftian: 
vineyard, that IT. have dove in it * Wherefore, 
when I looked-that it ſhould bring forth Grapes, 
brought it forth wild grapes? Surely God could 
have done more to his Vineyard, than thoſe 
outward helps of Grace which he doth ſpeak 
of in the following verſes, That is, he could 
have written bjs Law in their. hearts, and in 
"their inward parts, Ter. 21.33, If he had-not 
refleted on himſelf, in ſaying ſo upon the Co- 
venant of the Law, made thus, and of thar- 
nature by their own agreement. © So I con- 
« clude, That the Fews. (of whom I am, as con-- 
« cerning the fleſh ) have been from the begin- 
« ning a ſtubborn people, conceited- of their 
« own righteouſneſs, and ſo minding no ſpiri- 
 « tual help, nor willing to receive Chriſt, and 
« to. believe in him in the day of his appear- 
« ance in the fle(b, and for that utterly rejet- 
« edfrom God, and'diſperſed thorow all the 
« World, having no certain manſion, but the 

« whole world for their Fathers Land. 

So then having well conſidered, that the 
chiefeſt good of a man 1s God, and that none 
could attain to the enjoyment of him, - but by 
the ( King ) Meſſtab, which is Chriſt ; 'it was 
bigh time bs me. to look after. my ſalvation, 

and. 
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. A Few turnd Chriſlzan. 

and to ſearch well what the Meſſzah ſhould be 
if he was come, and for what he (hould- come, 
and if Chriſt in whom Chriſtians: believed was 
the true Meſliah. 

Therefore many a time did I enter into my 
ſelf, as one that was abſirated from all opi- 
nions, and having rejected the vail of Moſes, 


did confi der by what way [ might obtain the 
ſalvation of my foul and body, and fo take 


hold of that good which exceeds all things of 


the world. And: indeed: by many weighty 
Scriptures, and by the fulfilling of them, Tivas 
ſufficiently perſwaded that the promiſed Meſſizb 


was come, and that Jeſus was the ſame, who 


is the Sor of God, and the brightneſs of his glory, 
and the expreſs: image of | bis perſon, upholding 


all things by the word of his power, who when he . 


bad by himſelf purged our ſins, ſat down on the 
right-hand of the Majeſty on high, Heb. 1. 3; 


Therefore my only deſire was to joyn with 


them that profeſſed him, and believed in his 


name; and albeit I "I many different opini- 


ons amongſt Chriſtians, yet conſidering ' that 


amongſt the Jews, where the Church hath 
been formerly, were many SeQs, and amongſt 
all of them, one muſt be true (viz. which be- 


lieved:

lieved according to the promiſe, and did ac- 
cording to the Law ) I was ſtedfaſt in my firſt 
reſolution, and my only deſire was to be a li- 
ving member of Chriſt, as of a Saviour and a 
Prince of the world. And ſeeing thoſe Chur- 
ches which are called Proteſtants, did exactly 
believe according to the rule of Scriptures, [ 
reſolved to adjoyn my ſelf to them, and to par- 
take' of the ſame benefits as they. 


But becauſe I could not make a publick 


profeſſion of my Fairh in Poland ( where [I 
was born ) where they are almoſt all Papiſts, 
and hate the Proteſtants above the Jews, yea, 
above the Heathens themſelves ; I ſtayed -un- 
til I had a convenient occaſion to embrace Je- 
ſus publickly, and to make my brethren par- 
takers of my joy in Chriſt : 

__ it happened ſo, that. being here in 
London, my eyes were opened dayly more and 
more, and I thonght my ſelf bound not to de- 
ter any longer, but to obey the calling of my 
God, as ſoon as cver poflible; 

Becauſe it is a work of that great ſalvation, 
Heb. 3. 3, unto the performance of which, eve- 


ry one is to haſten without delay ; To day if 
. ye will hear his (Gods) woice, harden not your

hearts as inthe provocation; and as in the day of 
temptation in the wilderneſs, Pſal. gs. 7. 
Therefore I rejected the Jewiſh ſuperſtiti- 
ons and Rabbinical dreams, and entred my ſelf 
into the Church of Chriſt, being baptized by 
the name of John Facob, In the name of the Fa. 
ther, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, (God, one 
m eſſence, and three in perſons ) to whom be 
| Glory and Honour for ever, Amen. G6 
But now it will be my duty to ſhew by what 
means I was perſwaded to Chriſtianity, and 
that as ſhort as ever I can. 
Firſt then, 1 was convinced that the true 
' Meſſiah was come, by theſe Arguments : _ 
x. We read, Gen. 4g. 10, The ſcepter ſhall 
not depart from Fudah, nor a law-giver from: be- 
tween his feet, nntil Shiloh come : and nnto him 
fhall the gathering of the people be. This was 
the Prophecy of Facob concerning the Meſſiah, 
according to the confeſſion of the Jews them- 
felves. Now the Sceprter is departed from Ju- 
da, for the Jews have no King, and ſoconſe. 
quently no Government in Canaan; their 
Law-giversare deſtroyed, being rhar great San- 
hedrim is no more 77 eſſe, and fo it muſt needs 
follow, that the true Meſliah is come, Bur the 
Jews uſe here to except, I. Fbat:

x That by the word v2 in the original, 'is- 
not to be underidood a Scepter, but a rod, as 
in Pſal.2. 9, Thou ſhalt break them with a rod 
-of iron 128289, That is, the Jews muſt be 
in great perſecutions and chaſtiſements under 
the Government of Heathens, until Shzlob 
come and deliver them out of their hands; and 
therefore they ſay, this Argument is of ng va- 
lue. | 
2. They ſay, ſuppoſe it ſhould be expound-

him with an Iron Scepter to fignifie his domi- 
nion over them, and an adminiſtration of his

As for the ſecond exception, I anſwer: 

1. Although Chriſt came into the World at 
that time when the Romans had their Depu- 
ties at Jeruſalem, and when the Fews were Ch. 
ze& to the Emperour ; yet ſtill the Fews had 
their own King, and were ruled by their awn 
Laws, Sanhedrim not being aboliſhed, nor a- 
ny of their. gr difinnulled or dimi- 
miſhed till after their great Rebellion, when 
Titus Veſpaſian and his Son having beſieged Fe-. 


' ruſalem, took the holy place, deſtroyed the Ci- 


ty, diſperſed the people, and made. their Law 
void and of .none effe& : and from that time- 
till this day, the Fews could not recover the 
Throne of their own King for to be ruled by 

D him, 
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' him, or the Law of their Nation nor had any 
Viſion, Revelation or Prophet, but are quite 
reje&ed as an abomination in the eyes of the 
Lord. Now at that time'Chriſt came ; nor had 
they loſt their priviledg of Superiority, until} 
he came and had performed his meſlage ( in 
the world) for which he was ſent from above. 
2. -It is obſervable, That Jaſepine, a Jewiſh 
Hiſtorian, writes, That until the deſolation-of 
the City, in the place of the meeting of the 


Treat Sanhedrim, there was a material Scepter 


made of Gold, hanging in' the niidſt of- their 
Congregation. So that if they will take a 
Scepter, conſidered either materially or formal- 
ly, it was not departed from Jude until Shilob 
came, which is Chriſt our bleſſed Saviour, a Kin 
of all kinys, and a Lord of lords, who mo 
rule his ſpiritual Tfrael with a ſpirit of meek- 
neſs, until he ſhall: give over his Kingdom to 
his Father.
